Change To Fall Freshening 


OR the next few years the milk check will 

probably depend on the winter base. The 
dairyman who changes to fall freshening so 
that he has his heavy production in the winter 
will probably get the top price all the year 
‘round for his milk. On the other hand, the 
dairyman with small winter production but 
with a heavy spring and summer production 
will find that he is selling most of his milk 
at a surplus price. 

Winter milk will be short in North Caro- 
lina. It will command the top price in the 
future. All the experts seem to agree that 
the dairyman will receive the top prices if he 
changes his cows to fall freshening as soon 
as possible. 


A Record Week 

HE first week in August, our poultry pro- 

cessing plant paid more than $25,000 to 
farmers for farm produce. That’s a lot of 
money for one week. This money was paid 
for 18,000 broilers, 5,000 hens, 6,000 bushels 
of potatoes and 600 cases of eggs. We hope 
all our members are taking advantage of this 
market which the Farmers Federation is 
building up.

Laying Hens Will Pay

If there is anything I like better 
than eating good wholesome chick- 
en and eggs, it is talking about 
hickens and the problems we have 
with them. 

Have you ever stopped to think 
that people are going to have 
chicken and eggs to eat whether 
you produce them or not? The 
fact is, I'll bet you had about two 
eggs for breakfast this morning 
and probably fried chicken last 
Sunday. As the saying goes, “An 
egg a day keeps the doctor away.” 

At this point, I would like to 
ask you this question: Where did 
the egg you had for breakfast come 
from? Did it come from a local 
poultryman or was it shipped here 
from the Middle West? ‘Handling 
eggs the way we do at the Farm- 
ers Federation, I believe at this 
time of year I would be safe in 
saying that 95 per cent of the eggs 
eaten in this locality this morning 
came from the Middle West 

The egg market here to produc- 
ers is approximately 55 to 60 cents 
per dozen for commercially pro- 
duced flock eggs.. The price quoted 
in one of our trade papers this 
week in a large egg producing area 
in the Midwest -ranged from 38 
to 47 cents per dozen. 

One advantage we have in pro- 
ducing eggs here is about 15 cents 
more on the dozen or $4.50 per 
Our feed costs us about $10 
per ton more than in the 
Midwest A hundred hens are 
equivalent to one case of eggs per 
week and will consume 
mately three bags of 
makes our feed cost 
per case of eggs.

In order to do this, however, we 
will have to do some of the things 
advocated by leading poultrymen 
and workers

We believe, and 
extension forces are advising us, 
to keep either 40 or 400 hens 
Forty hens will produce enough 
eggs for the average family. Four- 
hundred hens will give the farmer

a unit large enough to realize 
some income, as well as fertilizer 
from the litter. It is our firm be- 
lief that 400 hens will give you a 
labor income of $1,000 to $1,500 
per year above feed cost. 

Another reason we should pro- 
duce more commercial eggs here 
is that we keep millions of Mrs. 
Consumer’s dollars here, thereby 
strengthening our economy. We 
have markets in and around Ashe- 
ville where we can sell eggs from 
100,000 commercial layers at this 
time of year. Please don’t mistake 
this to mean for any and all kinds 
of eggs. The kind of egg we 
mean is a strictly fresh, grade-A 
Large egg commonly referred to 
here as a yard egg—eggs that are 
gathered twice daily and marketed 
twice a week. 

To do this, we must get purebred 
early chicks from reliable hatcher- 
ies, locally, and formulate a pro- 
gram on our farms that will put 
our eggs on the market at the best 
prices. 

Your local Council, Extension 
Agent, or lacal cooperative shall 
be glad to give you any informa- 
tion you. want on. beginning a 
poultry program. 

The Poultry Committee of the 
Asheville Agricultural Develop- 
ment Council believes that in- 
creased egg production is the best 
thing for this area. We weighed 
all angles of the industry and dis- 
cussed them thoroughly before 
making up our minds. Since start- 
ing this program, we have noticed 
a lot of interest and progress in 
this phase of the industry. 

More farmers are taking the lead 
for egg production than we thought 
possible when we began the pro- 
gram late in the season. 

With these thoughts in mind, let 
us get our house in order and plan 
for a house of January baby chicks 
for layers next summer, and after 
the laying season is over and the 
market breaks-in the spring rush, 
we can market our yearling fowl 
for the Christmas Holidays and 
get better prices for them.

showing that the average American 


is paying out $1 in federal, state 


and local taxes for every $4.10 that 
he earns He tells us that if the 
administration's plans go through, 
@ur tax bill will be about 43 bil- 
lion dollars. Remember, in 1941 


the tax bill was seven and a quar- 
ter billion dollars and that seems 
to be altogether too high 


Ex-President Hoover made a 
remarkable address, and one 
which every American should read, 

75th birthday. He worked 
up a table showing the number of 
days the average citizen, who pays 
through hidden taxes and other 
taxe must work to pay the cost 
of s government. He found that 
the average working citizen must 
work about one week every month 
to pay the cost of government. 
Mr. Hoover points out that 20 years 
igo all varieties of government, 
omitting federal debt service, cost 
the average family less than $200 
annually Today, also omitting 
the debt service, it costs the aver- 
ige family about $1,300 a year 
He further points out that if the 
plans for government spending, 


which are being proposed in Wash- 
ington, go through, the average 
family will be paying about $1,900 





a year on the average for taxes. 

Now to be plain about it, that’s 
just too much of a burden on the 
average working man It will 
break him down. It is time, there- 
fore, that we let our legislators and 
senators know that we think the 
time has come to cut down govern- 
ment expenditures; to cut down 
the vast army of federal employees 
and to commence to ease the tax 
burden on the people of this great 
nation.

What Makes The Bread Rise? 
HIS question is asked by 
young girls learning to cook. 
Batters and doughs are raised by 
the use of substances that we cell 
leavening agents. The leavening 
agent usually produces a gas which 
expands and causes the flour mix- 
ture to rise. However, steam and 
‘ir also are leavening agents. We 
use three familiar types of leaven- 
ing agents. They are yeast, bak- 
ing powder, and baking soda. 
Yeast 

Yeast contains tiny plants which, 
in the presence of a small amount 
of sugar and moisture, produce a 
gas whicH expands and raises the 
bread or rolls. There are three 
kinds of yeast; fresh, compressed 
and granular dry yeast. We are 
finding that most of our grocery 
stores have the granular type of 
yeast. Follow the directions offer- 
ed carefully and good results will 
be obtained. 

Baking Powder 

There are three types of baking 
powders The first type reacts 
when the liquid is added and the 
gas formed expands when heated. 

The second type reacts more 
slowly. It yields part of its gas 
when combined with liquid and 
part when heated 

The third type is a combination 
powder that yields a small amount 
of its gas when combined with 
liquid and the major portion when 
heated 

Watch for directions on your 
baking powder can. The double 
action kind, which is a combina- 
tion type, requires only one tea- 
spoon of baking powder to 
cup of sifted flour. 

The other types require two 
teaspcons of baking powder to 


one

one cup of sifted kour. 

Baking Soda 

When baking soda is mixed with 
an acid it gives off a gas which 
expands when heated. One-half 
teaspoon of soda with one cup of 
sour milk is equal in leavening 
power to two teaspoons of baking 
powder. Baking soda may be used 
with sour milk and buttermilk. It 
may also be used with molasses 
and citrus fruit juices in making 
gingerbread and cookies. 

Caution — study the information 
given on the baking soda box and 
the baking powder cans. Get 
familiar with the characteristics 
of various brands of baking pow- 
der. Better results in baking will 
be obtained. Too much leavening 
produces coarse and irregular grain 
and the texture will be dry and 
crumbly and the product may fall. 

Did You Know? 

That it will help and encourage 
your child in his school work if 
you get acquainted with his teach- 
er?

The farmers of Western North 
C@rolina are very fortunate in that 
they have the facilities of the 
Farmers With their 


help farmers have greatly improv- 
ed the poultry industry. 

In the farm yard, at present, the 
egg production has more than 


Federation doubled. Several years ago a hen 





laid on the average of 150 eggs per 
year. Now a hen will lay from 
250 to 300 eggs per year. So fig- 
ures show the eggs have doubled. 
This increase is due to R.O.P. 
chicks. The Farmers Federation 
hatchery has developed a better 
breed of chickens, and furnishes 
roosters to the flock o-vners. 


Next comes the market depart- 
ment. Each poultryman is sure 
of a market for his eggs, hens and 
broilers the year around because 
the hatchery keeps up high prices. 
The selling of broilers and hens 
used to be a chief problem of the 
farmers. Now the Federation buys 
them, since they have a processing 
plant, and again we see where the 
Federation has come to the aid of 
the farmers and has solved another 
major problem. 


When a farmer wishes to buy 
baby chicks, all he has to do is 
walk into his nearest Farmers Fed- 
eration store. At any time during 
the year the best tested chickens 
are sold. A person may buy either 
in large quantities or only a few 
chickens to put with a hen. 


Before a farmer has broilers he 
must grow the chickens off. A 
flock owner need only call on the 
Federation stores in his commun- 
ity, where he can purchase any of 
his feed needs. At the Farmers 
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Federation the chickens are vacin- 
ated and blood tested, if the farm- 
er is to have a supply flock. The 
chickens are given the best of care 
during their growing stage, and 
when grown, they are checked over 
to see which ones are to be chosen 
for the flock. 


If the farmer wishes to keep a 
few fryers for the family use, the 
Federation has a freezer locker 
where he can put them, along with 
his vegetables, fruits and other 
meats. This is very nice because 
on Saturday afternoon, all that he 
has to do is go to the locker and 
pick up the Sunday meal. Be- 
sides this, the freezer locker also 
saves the housewife much work 
in canning. 

So one can well see the Farmers 
Federation has improved the 
poultry industry in Western North 
Carolina.

NATIONALLY EFFECTIVE 
The most helpful program ever 

conceived for ministering to the 
under-nourished and starving peo- 
ple of Europe and Asia is being 
steadily developed under the or- 
ganization of the Christian Rural 
Overseas Program—now widely 
known as CROP. It provides the 
channel through which we can 
share in friendliness our relative 
bounty, both to relieve need and 
to foster religious and democratic 
opportunities abroad. The need 
for this beneficent activity contin- 
ues to be terribly acute. Reports 
from those portions of Europe 
which are not under communist 
control and which are served by 
CROP tell of the fearful prevalence 
of tuberculosis and of other wast- 
ing diseases among a large part of 
the population. The well-to-do 
can obtain food at high prices, but 
millions are undernourished. In 
the Far East, multitudes are dying 
of starvation. 

Immense relief has been pro- 
vided through the operation of 
CROP in the past two years. It is 
well known that the gratitude for 
the Friendship Train of produce 
brought in reply a train of hand- 
made gifts from France. 

Organization of Program 

This year great progress has 
been made in organizing CROP on 
a national basis. North Carolina 
last year made a very helpful start 
shipping many hundreds of bushels 
of grain under the CROP program. 
Now the State is being thoroughly 
organized. Rev. H. W. Baucom, 
widely and favorably known for 
his pastorates at Waynesville and 
Black Mountain, and for his serv- 
ices as state field representative 
of Wake Forest College, is the 
director for the State. The direc- 
tor of the religious department of 
the Farmers Federation is serving 
on the Executive Committee, as a

representative for the western por- 
tion of the State. Rev. Jack Bag- 
well is the district supervisor for 
Buncombe, Henderson, Transyl- 
vania, Madison and Yancey Coun- 
ties. Rev. W. T. Biggerstaff 
supervises Polk, Rutherford, Mc- 
Dowell, Burke and Cleveland 
Counties. Rev. D. D. Grass super- 
vises Haywood, Jackson, Swain, 
Graham and Cherokee Counties. 
Rev. W. W. Jones supervises Ashe, 
Avery, Caldwell, Mitchell and 
Watauga Counties. 

Meetings are being arranged in 
each county for the presentation 
of the CROP program. The mov- 
ing picture film “Operation 
Mercy”’, showing the overseas dis- 
tribution of goods contributed last 
year, will be shown. 

In order to meet the acute need, 
church relief agencies, with the 
cooperation of many farm, civic 
and semi-governmental organiza- 
tions, are working together through 
CROP; are gathering food from the 
rural sections of America; and are 
making it available to the qualified 
church agencies for distribution 
overseas to all in need, regardless 
of creed, race, nationality or 
politics. CROP’s job is two-fold 
(1) To reach every “rural” family 
with the story and give an oppor- 
tunity to contribute; (2) To get 
these contributions to the relief 
agencies as promptly and econom- 
ically as possible. 

CROP is a Christian Program. 
It is sponsored by practically all 
the Christian forces of America. 
It is motivated by the compassion 
of the Master for the multitudes 
who were as “sheep without a 
shepherd”.
